M. Molotov’s commentary on 
the relative failure of the For- 
cign Ministers’ Conference con- 
fesses, not altogether discourag- 
ingly, how wide is the divergence 
of approach to the issues invaived.

the ladder and the clothing of 
his brother-in-law was soaking. 

VAIN PLEA 

Witness pleaded with them 
not to beat his brother-in-law 
as he had nothing to do with 
the case. They tolu kim to go 
back. to his awn room. ; 

On July 1, 1944, witness said 
he wag transferred to Stanley, 
On Dec. 7 witness was brought 
hefore a Japanese Court-Martial 
and sentenced to death. The 
sentence was reduced to life 
imprisonment the following day. 
After the sentence he remained 
in Stanley until the liberation 
of Hong Kong. 

On Feb. 15 last witness went

She 
opencd the door, but, on seeing the 
crowd, immediately closed it, Her 
husband wag on the floor and was 
very scared.

She then admitted 
the party into the house, 

“They searched the house and 
took me to a house in Kimberley 
Road, where I was given water 
torture by two Japanese and oa 
Formosan because I refused ty any 
where my husband was.” 

Shortly after midnight the same 
night, witness said, she was allow- 
cd to return to her home. 

NOT SEEN SINCE 

Early this year she went to 
Stanley and picked out accused on 
an identification parade. 

The 7th witness called was 1p 
Iu-ting, brother-in-Inw of Lai 
Chap-po. Ip said that he was ar- 
rested on the afternoon of June 
16, 1944, by accused, Moriyama 
and others. He wags taken tv 
Kimberley Road, and later trans- 
{erred to the Supremo Court, 

“On June 20, I saw accused and 
Morlyama take my brother, Ip 
Kam-wing, out of a cell in the 
Supreme Court. Tho next moment

only two red cards, the North 
hand was practically worthless tu 
him. Henee, further bidding 
could not do. the North-Souta 
cause any good and might lead to 
serious trouble.

In view 
of Franco's attitude, the 
Fuchrer has agreed only on 
Spain's promise in case of a 
landing by the English and 
Americans on the Spanish 
islands of the Mediterranean 
or Atlantic, to defend thest 
with all means. 

PORTUGAL LANDING 

“Should the English, ‘there- 
fore, land in Portugal, Franco 
would march in. Perhaps a Iand- 
ing of the English in Portugal 
would be to the advantage of 
the Axis, for then Franco would 
be drawn into the war on the 
Axis side.”
